THE MONARCH PLUM.

Egypt was up to 
1883 in actual and undisputed possession of the whole

The Edgar and 
the Powerful are at Hong-Kong, and would very soon be 
at the seat of action if any serious unpleasantness should 
arise. So far as Germany is concerned, even when Prince 
Henry arrives, her Eastern fleet will be by no means 
formidable, and the French squadron is relatively weak. 


Kiao-Chau Leased by China to Germany. 
The situation in the Far East is not made much better by 
China’s resolve to lease the port of Kiao-Chau for fifty 
years to Germany. This is virtually a cession of territory, 
and, provided the arrangement is duly ratified, and the 
other Powers have nothing to say in the matter, Germany 
seen at once proceed to fortify her new possession and 
make a kind of Hong-Kong or Gibraltar out of it if she 
can. The possession of this place by a Power like Germany 
will, however, only render her more vulnerable to the 
Tg of those other Powers which possess an adequate
